Mantan Rallying His Friends| New York Paper Prints Story 


to Aid Him in Fight 
for Office, 


QPPOSITION TO MARTIN 
WILL COME IN SENATE 


J. F. Race Has Not Yet Given’ 


Up Hopes of Securing Post- 
mastership in Atlanta and 
Persuades Michigan Senators 
‘to Call on President Taft in 
His Behalf. 


Washington, ‘December $.—(Special.) 
The information that J. W. Martin 
would have strong opposition for ap- 
peintment as collector of internal rev- 
enue in the northern district of Geor- 
gia, for which place he has been in- 
dorsed by the republican referees in 
the state, has stirred the friends of 
the candidate to much activity. 

As soon as Martin read in The Con- 
stitution this morning that his candi- 
dacy was about to go to pieces on the 
rock around the white house, he made 
the telegraph wires burn. Then hiv 
friends began to pour in messages. A 
fight had been anticipated by Martin. 
He had a lot of emergency affidavits 
and testimony on file with Postmaster 
General Hitchcock to be presented to 
the president in his behalf. Instruc- 
tions came this afternoon to rush this 
defense of Martin to the president. Mr. 
Taft has been acquainted with the 
charges against Martin, which, how- 
ever, have not yet been made public. 

Bitter Fight on Martin. 

It is said that the persons who are 
making the fight on Martin will not 
quit, and that if the president should 
by any means f@low the recommenda- 
tions of the Georgia referees and Post- 
master General Hitchcock, and trans- 
mit Martin’s nomination to the senate, 
the opposition to him would then be 
transferred to the capitol. Senators 
Bacon and Clay will be appealed to to 
rrevent confirmation. But the oppo- 
nents of Martin express confidence in 
their belief that the president will re- 
fuse to follow the recommendation of 
the Georgia referees. Should the fight | 
be transferred to the capitol. the char. | 
acter of the charges against Martin 
would then be disclosed. 

From the white house comes the in- 
formation that the appointment of a 
negro to an important position in the 
réerth will be announced at the time 
that Rucker is removed as collector of 
internal revenue in Georgia. 

The president has talked over his 
ideas about the appointment of colored 
men to office with some of the leading 
men of the race, and he has signified 
to them his inclination to give recog- 
nition to the negro voters in northern 
states where there are large popula- 
tions of blacks. 

As a result of this policy, it Is ex- 
pected that the negroes in the south 
who are holding important offices 
will, as their terms expire, be dis- 
placed by whites, and, in turn, rec- 
ognition will be given to colored 
men in the north. 

Negroes in Office. 

The list of colored men holding im- 
portant offices in the south under the 
federal government includes the fol- 
lowing: 

Robert Smalls, collector of customs 
at Beaufort, S. C.; Henry A. Rucker, 
collector of internal revenue, At- 
lanta; Gasi Joseph Lee, collector of 
internal revenue, at Jacksonville, Fia.: 
Nathan H. Alexander, register of the 
land office, Montgomery, Ala.; Thomas 
V. McAllister, receiver of public mon- 
Walter L. Cohen, 
register of the land office at New Or- 
leans, La.; Alexander B. Kennedy, re- 
ceiver of public moneys, at New Or- 
leans; John E. Bush, receiver of public 
moneys, at Little Rock. 

The course th® president will take in 
the matter of appointing colored men !s 
likely to be’ illustrated in the selection 
of a successor to W. T. Yernon, regis- 
‘er of the treasury. Bojker T. Wash- 
ington and other colored leaders have 
given their support to J. C. Napier, of 
Nashville, for the place, but if appears 
the president will probably select a 
colored man from the north. 

Jackson Wins, but Race Fights. 


Although the president has firmly r 
solved to appoint Henry S. Jackson 
postmaster of Atlanta, the other appli 
canis have not given up hope, and 
are making a death struggle to turn 
the tide. J. F. Race one of the appli- 
cants for the postoffice, rallied his 
Michigan friends to his support today. 
He was successful in having Senators 
Burrows and Smith and Representative 
Fordnay, of Michigan, call on Posr- 
master General Hitchcock and urge his 
nomination. Mr. Hitchcock is not for 
Jackson, but he is helpless, for the rea- 
son that the president hes taken the 
selection out of the hands of the 
politicians, and made it a persona: 
matter. 

Mr. Hitchcock much prefers a regul- 
ar organization man than the son of a 
distinguished jurist, but the president 
believes that the selection of men of

COOK'S RECORDS FIXED 
DY MEN IN NEW YORK 


According to The New York 
Times, Dr. Cook Paid $4,000 
to Men in New York to Fake 
Polar Records That Would 
Fool the University of Copen- 
hagen. 


New York. December 9.—The Times 
prints this morning sworn affidavits, 
signed by August W. Loose, a pilot and 
navigator, and Geofge H. Dukle, an in- 
surance broker, that Dr. Cook promised 
them $4,000 for their aid in preparing 
the Polar records of his journey, which 
are now in the hands of the University 


of Copenhagen. 
The Times also reproduces what pur- 


ports to be the fac-simile of a penciled 


memorandum directing the preparation 
of observations all the way from 
Svardevaag to the Pole. 

They freely acknowledge that their 

motive in making these affidavits is the 
alleged failure to pay them the _ full 
sums said to have been promised. 
. The Times further adds that it is im- 
possible as yet to say that the obser- 
vations calculated by Captain Loose 
and which he alleges he supplied to Dr. 
Cook, are those actually delivered by 
his secretary, Mr. Lonsdate, to the 
University of Copenhagen. To estab- 
lish this point it would be necessary to 
compare Captain Loose’s narrative 
with the report received by the univer- 
sity.

GRAND LARCENY 
AD TO SHELDON 
AT DEATH'S DOOR 


Degoed siete Phoei 


Must Answer Charge of Steal- 
ing Company's Money, 


DETECTIVES OW GUARD 
OVER THE DYING MAN 


It Is Alleged That Sheldon 
Used the Funds of the Com- 
pany in Stock Speculation 
and Pocketed the - Profits. 
Other Persons May Be In- 
dicted by the Grand Jury. 


New York, December &.—George 
Preston Sheldon,- deposed president of 
the Phoenix (fire) Insurance Company, 
of Brooklyn, lying at death’s door at 
his Greenwich, Conn., home, was in- 
dicted fof larceny in the first degree by 
the grand jury in New York today for 
alleged misappropriation of funds of 
the company, of which he was the head 
for twenty-two years. 

As Sheldon has not been arrested, 
and probably -will not be unless. his 
health improves radically, the text of 
the indictment was not made public, 
but an official of the district attorney’s 
office is authority for the statement’ 
that the amount which Sheldon is ac- 
cused of stealing is $45,000. 

According to this official, Sheldon, 
it was testified before the grand jury, 
used the funds to the credit of the in- 
surance company in stock market 
transactions through a New York 
brokerage firm, and pocketed the prof- 
its. ; | 
The grand jury will not investigate 
the connection of others with alleged 
speculation with the funds of the 
company. Only charges against Shel-! 
don have been examined as yet,  al- 
though the report of the insurance de- 
partment implicated others. 

Sheldon Under Watch, 

In the meantime, detectives will be 
sent to Greenwich to inquire into the 
condition of the accused man’s health. 
If they are satisfied that he is too ilt 
ror trial, no attempt at extradition 
will be made, but he will be kept under 
close surveillance. His condition  to- 
night, as reported from. Greénwich, 
Was critical. 

Four exhibits of interest which 
have figured in the grand jury inves- 
tigation so far, are three drafts for 
$10,000 each and one of $15,000, al- 
leged profits of specu.ation which Shel- 
don is accused of having carried on. 
Each of these drafts is made the sub- 
ject of a count in the indictment. 

Sheldon is 64 years old, and widely 
known -in insurance circles. He was 
taken ill with ptomaine poison six 
weeks ago, before he was deposed as 
president of the tmsurance company. 
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Long Lost Postal.

It is reported that his’ rheuma- 
tism is extending and has been com- 
plicated with paralysis, of which he 
has experienced two strokes, as well 
as with pulmonary trouble. 

His majesty is unable to rise from 
his chair. For years he has undergone 
electrical’ treatment at’ the hands of 
Paris specialists. He was determined 
to return to Paris last week in order 
that these treatments might be re- 
Sumed, but the physician “of the royal 
household refused to permit the jour- 
ney. 3 

In a Grave Condition. 

London, December 8.—Private advices 
received here today from Brussels say 
that King Leopold of Belgium is in a 
grave physical condition. He is said 
to have suffered a paralytic stroke last 
Friday and a second stroke on Mon- 
day.

CHEAPER WATER 
IS CONSIDERED 
BY THE BOAR 


Resolution Introduced to Ma 


leially Reduce Water Rate to- 
Domestic Consumers, 


COMMITTEE ON RULES — 
10 TAME UP MATTER 


Under New Rate Proposed 
the Minimum Cost of Water 
Will Be Only 30 Cents---Slid- 
ing Scale Is Fixed for Domes- 
tic Consumers---Fire Service 


Is Discussed. 


Will Atlanta’s water rate be rFrée< 
duced? 

This very important question came 
up before the water board yesterday 
afternoon, and it was evident that 
some members of the board were in 
favor of a very material reduction to 
domestic consumers, while others fa- 
vored letting the rate remain as it 
now is. 
The present domestic rate is a min- 
imum of 60 cents a month, that is, no 
matter how little water a consumer 
uses, he must pay at least 60 cents. 

The new rule that is proposed makes 
a minimum rate on a minimum amount 
of water, so a consumer can pay as low 
as 30 cents a month. 

The whole matter was referred 
the committee on rules, which 
meet next Monday night. 

Result of Prohibition? 

The question was asked at the board 
meeting why a reduction of the water 
rate was asked for. Some one sug- 
gested that maybe it was because there 
was prohibition in the.city, and the 
people were using so much water that 
it should be cheaper. Some took the 
position that prohibition ought to in- 
crease the water rate, as the demand 
was greater. 

The question was brought before the 
board under a resolution offered ‘by 
Commissioner Charles A. Barrett, 
which was as follows: 
“That the rates for 
umers --be:

“For 100 cubic feet, or 750 gallons, 
30 cents per 1,000 feet gallons; for 
200 cublo feet, or 1,500 gallons, 25 
cents per 1,000 gallons; for 300 cubia 
feet, or 2,250 gallons, 20 cents per 1,- 
000 gallons; for 400 feet, or 3,000 gal- 
lons, 16 cents per 1,000 gallons; for ali 
water in excess of 3,000 gallons a rate 
of 10 cents per 1,000 gallons. 

The resolution stated that these 
rates were to apply to domestic con- 
Sumers only. 
Mr. Barrett’s Position. 


Mr. Barrett, in support of his res- 
olution, said that. he did not believe in 
making the poor peopie pay for water 
they did not use. He wanted the 
manufactories and other big concerns 
to pay a full rate and nét have their 
rate lowered and the consumers’ rate 
kept up. 

One reason urged by Mr. Barrett for 
a lower water rate was that since the 
city’s limits had been extended, there 
would be many domestic consumers 
using water who would have no sew- 
age, and would, therefore, use water 
only for drinking purposes. 

Commissioner Dan S. Walraven stat- 
ed that the board came very near last 
year passing a rule to make the min- 
imum rate 45 cents. 

It was decided to let the committee 
on rules take up the matter in a spe- 
cial session on Monday night of next 


week. 
About the Fire Service. 

After disposing of the water rate 
resolution, the board took up the 
question of fire service in which manu- 
factories and large stores use water in 
tanks for fire purposes. It was the 
sense of the board that there should 
be regular inspections of these serv- 
ices, and that the parties using water 
In this way.should be held respon- 
sible for the seals placed on the me- 
ters by the city. : 

A resolution was adopted requesting 
the city attorney to draw up a form 
for such consumers to sign, which*will 
clearly set forth the conditions under 
which water is thus served,

‘ Sized Vote. 


Secretary Dickinson. 


War Secretary Tells What! Will Be Devoted to Paving 


Southerners Have Done for 
the Republic---Tired of Hear-) 
ing Protestations of the Loy- 
alty of the South to Union. 


New York. December %.—Secretary 
of War Dickinson and William J. Gay- 
nor, mayor-elect of Greater. New York, 
were the principal speakers tonight at 


the annual dinner of the Southern So- 
ciety of New York at the Waldorf- 
Astoria. The secretary of war spoke 
of the north, the south and the na- 
tion, but Judge Gaynor confined him- 
self almost solely to municipal issues. 
Six hundred southerners were present, 
Gaynor Defends New York. 

Judge Gaynor, in this, his first pub- 

lic address since his election, said in 


part: 

“The long line of officials and bosses 
who made themselves millionaires out 
of this city, some 
of whom live abroad and impudently 
visit us occasionally. now that the 
statute of limitations has outlawed 
their villainies, is a standing disgrace 
to the moral tone of the commupity. 

Hastening to the defense of the city’s 
name, Judge Gaynor continued: 

“This city has been most grossly 
slandered for several years in respect 
of morality, financial eredit or other- 
wise. Let us put a stop to that. Mere 
scolds and sensationalists are not to be 
suffered to give this city a bad or even 
vile name throughout the world. I am 
prepared to say from travel and other 
means of information that New York 
is the most orderly, decent and moral 
large cities in the world. 

Secretary Dickinson's Speech. 

Secretary of War Jacob M. Dickin- 
son, in responding to the toast “The 
Invasion of the North by the South,” 
said he was tired of hearing protesta- 
tions of loyalty to the United States 
coming from southerners. He declared 
this loyalty was so obvious that any 


statement of it had become trite and 


commonplace. 
He spoke of southerners who had 


gone to northern states, and by their 
skill, ability and genius, wrought for 
the welfare of the entire country. 
That the civil war was fought be- 
tween men born in the north and 
those born in the south, was emphatt- 
cally denied by him. In support of his 
statement he quoted the fact that 
seventeen brigadier generals of the 
southern army, four major generals 
and one lieutenant general were men 
northern states.

BY ASSOCIATED CHARITIES 


Joseph C. Logan, general secretary 
of the Associated Charities of Atlanta, 
in order to correct some wrong im- 
pression that may have been created 
by a misunderstanding of the work 
that the association does for the poor, 
makes the following statement: 

“Wei have repeatedly called atten- 
tion to the fallacy of referring to our 
outlay for services as ‘expenses of ad- 
ministering charity.’ All but two 
of the employees in the office deal 
constantly with the poor directly, and 
the service rendered to the poor is 
the most essential and the most help- 
ful of all charity, as well as the pre- 
requisite for bringing order out of 
chaos in the effoms of the commu- 
nity to aid its needy. 

“Ag our annual report will bring 
out, this service also puts the com- 
munity in position to use money and 
other material aid in such manner and 
quantity as will make it of perma- 
nent help to those to whom it is given. 
A manufacturer of shoes employs peo- 
ple to work his leather into shape to 
fit feet, and does not charge this out- 
lay to expenses; it is part of the value 
of his product; and so, where mate- 
rial relief is required, it takes service 
to make it fit the need. That we 
have, along with other service, secured 
the necessary food and fuel and money 
is evidenced by an item of over $5,000 
for those things in this year’s budget. 

“The following very recent illustra- 
tion—typical it is, too—ought to en- 
able anyone to appreciate the truth 
as to service apart from or in connec- 
tion with material relief. 

“A member of our society seeing a 
one-legged man on the street, poorly 
clad, tells him to eall at our office. 
The man comes and asks us to get 
him a free license to run a little shoe 
shop.

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SLAVERY MARRIAGE LAW 
FIGURES IN A LAND SUIT 


‘Claiming to be a child of slavery, 
the daughter of a man who had two 
Wives, Mary Holbrook, a negro woman, 
_ has filed application for an injunction 
restraining Jane Holbrook, another ne- 
gro, from disposing of a lot on Au- 
burn avenue, claiming that she (the 
applicant) is entitled to the property 
under an act of the legislature of 1866. 
A temporary injunction was granted 
by Judge Pendleton, and the hearing 
in the permanent injunction set for 
December 18. The plaintiff is repre- 
sented by Attorneys Shepard Bryan; 
Leo Sudderth and W. H. Withers. The 
property would have been bought in 
for a song and a dance when same is 
worth at least $12,000 or $15,000. 

The facts in the case,as alleged in 
the petition for injunction, are as fol- 
lows: During the days of slavery Ben- 
jamin Holbrook had two wives, Maria 
Holbrook and Jane Holbrook. Mary 
Holbrook is the daughter born to Ben- 
jamin Holbrook by Mary Holbrook, 
now deceased. Richard and Sidney Hol- 
brook are the two sons of Jane Hol- 
brook. Benjamin Holbrook died about 
t€n years. ago, leaving the estate 10- 
cated on the corner of Auburn avenue 
and Fort streets, this city. Jane Hol- 
brook and her two sons squatted on 
this property, refusing to give Mary 
Holbrook her part or any part thereof. 
It is alleged that Jane Holbrook was 

endeavorimg to defeat Mary Holbrook 
ot of any part of the estate, when she 
is the sole rightful heir, according to 
a law passed on March 9, 1866, saying, 
in substance, that'all persons of color 
born prior to that date were legitimate 
of both father and mother, when they 
lived in a state of wedlock. The law 
also required all slaves to choose one 
of hjs wives or husbands at the passage 
of this act in 1866, and get married 
by a minister of the gospel, otherwise 
they were guilty of a-crime. Mary 
Holbrook charges that Jane Holbrook’ 


and her father were never married 
after the proclamation of emancipation, 
therefore making her the sole heir of 
her father’s estate, being the only legit- 
imate heir.

Bishop Nelson Makes 
Annual Address. 


Rev. Charles N. Tyndall, of 
Marietta, Named Secretary. 
Business Session Occupied 
Entire Morning-Mrs. Black 
Heads Womann’s Auxiliary. 


The annual. convention of the At- 
lanta diocese was formally opened at 
St. Luke’s church .yesterday morn- 


ing. 


At 10 o’clock the celebration of the 
holy communion was held. Rev. 
Charles B. © Wilmer, rector of St. 
Luke's, delivered a sermon at _ this 
session. Dealing largely with doctrinal 
questions, the minister delivered a 
strikingly,.clear-and forceful sermon 
in a discussion. of -what he termed “a 
critical estimate of the principles and 
practices of the Episcopal church.” 

Dr. Wilmer outlined the basic doc- 
trines of the church, declared that it 
differed from the Catholic church, in 
that it is a reformed branch of the 
latter, and briefly pointed the remark- 
able growth of the church as a whole. 

After the devotional. services, the 
businéss. session was begun by the 
calling of the roll @nd the election of 
officers. Rev. Charles N.. Tyndall, of 
Marietta, was elected secretary of the 
convention, and Rev. Charles K. Wel- 
ler, of College. Park, was appointed 
assistantS secretary. Committees on 
the admission of parishes, the state 
of the church, on constitution and 
canons, On missions, and on the Uni- 
versity of the Squth were appointed. 

Adjournment for lunch was taken at 
2:30 o'clock, after which the conven- 
tion reconvened. Reports from stand- 
ing committees were then read and 
adopted, as were those. of the officers 
of the corporation of the diocese. 

Bishop Nelson’s Address. 

The feature of the entire day’s ses- 
sion was Bishop Nelson’s annual ad- 
dress, delivered at the afternoon ses- 
sion. In this the bishop dealt largely 
with the progress the diocese has 
made since the last meeting. He spoke 
encouragingly of the work done since 
dividing Georgia into two dioceses, 
saying that it was all that might rea- 
sonably be expected under the circum- 
stanées. In speaking of this matter, 
the bishop said: 

‘If I mistake not, when we have 
made our reckoning, the exhibits will 
demonstrate that there has been rear 
sonable and laudable advanee.. True 
it is that we have not built many 
churches, opened, many new missions, 
or added any large number of clergy. 
But some of these things-are not fea- 
tures of a settled. policy. My own en- 
deavor has been to strengthen rather 
than to enlarge.” 

Later, the bishop said: “It may be 
too soon to pass upon the efficiency 
of our new convocation plan, but up 
to this time, very little has been ac- 
complished through this agency; the 
several deans and secretaries’ will 
doubtless be able to tell you the chief 
diffculties and obstacles, which are 
many and real. 

“For the second time, our diocese 
has failed to meet the apportionment 
of $2,600 for general missions, an ex- 
pectation of only 57 cents per capita 
of our communicants. It am of the 
opinion that instead of leaving all 
suggestions and council to one person, 
the bishop, it would be better to make 
this distribution a part of the duty of 
the board of missions who should also 
take measures to secure the sum of 
which does not. seem an extortionate 
contribution from our diocese.” 

Gifis’ School in Atlanta. 


Continuing, the bishop said: “Acting 


along the line of recommendations re- 
peatedly made in former conventions, 
I- have proceeded in the establishment 
of a church school for girls by pur- 
chase of an eligible lot in this city, 
have organized a board of .trustees of 
picked men, who, with me, have ob- 
tained a charter for Nelson Hall and 
have adopted plans for financing this 
effort to erect and equip a commedious 
and complete building as soon as pos- 
sible. I cordially commend this enter- 
prise to your cooperation, as a most 
necessary step to prove the civic in- 
terest and value of the church and to 
strengthen our position in the state as 
an agency for a broad and liberal ¢ul- 
ture, which rightly employed is an 
handmaid to sound and stable religion.’ 

Next ,the bishop called attention to 
the steady encroachment upon Sunday 
as a work day, calling attention to 
the fact that especially among the 
laboring classes, less and iess time was 
being given for the proper observance 
of the Sabbath. He said that he would 
like to see the council put itself on 
record as favoring the settin gaside 
of one day of rest out of the seven, 
for all classes and conditions. 

In closing, Ite spoke of the laymen’s 
missionary movement, of the great op- 
pertunity open to these laborers, of the 
work now being done, and of the cry- 
ing need for more and better work.

In taking up his subject, “The 
Churchman’s Attitude” Towards Mis- 
sionary Enterprise,” he said that the 
churchman’s opposition or rather dis- 
belief in the missionary movement was 
due to one of three reasons—selfish-

Certainly, he said, anyone who be- 
lieves in the gospel of Jesus Christ 
eculd. not discourage the movement, 
for the very principle, the crux of it; 
was that it should he universal. To 
a disbeliever in the principles of mis- 
sions there could come no real satis- 
faction in being a-man of God. “There 
cannot be any work for Jesus unless 
there is behind it the conviction that 
His religion is universal; that He is 
Lord of everything.

are being sent to the dead letter office 
or held at postoffices for postage. Not- 
withstanding the plain instructions is- 
sued in connection with the sale of 
Red Cross stamps, quite a number of 
letters are being mailed bearing these 
stamps in Meu of regular postage. 

Red Cross stamps are not postage 
stamps and letters or other mailable 
matter, bearing these stamps alone 
must be treated as unpaid matter. The 
addressee is notified to remit postage, 
and if it be not received, the letter or 
other mail matter is sent to the dead 
letter office, 

Matter bearing Réd Cross stamps is 
not admitted to the mails of Great 
Britain, even though the regular post- 
age is attached, and is admitted to the 
German mails only when the Red Cross 
stamps are attached to the back of the 
letter or parcel.

AN EXPERIMENTAL FRUIT FARM. 


If there is any state in the union wherein an experimental fruit farm, 
conducted for the general interests of the industry, would prove of benefit 
and value, conducing to improvement both in quality and quantity, that 
state, pre-eminently, is Georgia. 

Attention is called to the subject by the. letter of Manager I. M. Flem- 
ing, of the Georgia Fruit Exchange, published: today, in which it is pointed 
out that the state of Maine, wherein the fruit industry is* small compared 
to that of Georgia, and hampered by natural climatic conditions with which 
the Georgia growers do not’ have to contend, appropriates. $10,000 .annually 
for the purpose of conducting experiments in fruit growing. 

Georgia's peach crop alone, in good years, is worth $5,000,000; 
easily be doubled with profit to the growers. 
Habersham and other north Georgia counties that this state can grow 
apples the equal of the magnificent fruit now coming in from the far north- 
west and retailing at $4 the box—a small box at that. Pears, berries, mel- 
ons and other fruits thrive luxuriously in the Georgia sunshine. 

State encouragement has been lent the industry through the establish- 
ment of the entomological department wherein fruit and plant diseases 
are dealt with, and measures sought for their eradication. 

But there is something else needed. The entomological department has 
no opportunity for experimental work, for the testing of stock and the 
determination of those varieties which are best and most prolific and at 
the same time the most resistant to disease. 

There is yet another phase of the matter which will suggest the value 
and importance of experimentation. Claim is made that a new variety of 
watermelon, small in size and of: delightful flavor, has been discovered on 
the southern borderland: between Europe and Asia, and that the plant will 
thrive in this country. It will be apparent how such a discovery, if it works 
out, might make inroads upon the great Georgia institution—the. water- 
melon. If it is a success, Georgia should be the first to adopt and produce 
it and get it into the market. 

But only by dibetinientation can matters of this kind be readily de- 
termined—matters which may prove of grave import to: one or another 
branch of the fruit industry. - 

Geergia has now experimental farms for agriculture, but nowhere is 
similar attention given fruit, although the state has millions in it. 

There is little question that the legislature can, with comparatively 
small expenditure, make provision for the conduct of practical experiments 
in fruit’ growing which will, no aoubt, prove of incalculable. value to a 
splendid industry yef in its infancy. 

Without the purchase of additional land, possibly without payment of 
additional salaries, the State can begin the important work upon adequate 
heoaeas with an appropriation sufficient only. to meet ordinary running ex- 
| ponses. 

The fruit industry and its prospects are of_too great moment to Geor- 
gia to permit of any opportunity that will conduce to its.advancement ‘being 
overlooked. ®

Editor Constitution: My attention has 
been attracted to an article in Ameri- 
can Fruits, the leading international 
of the nursery trade. This 
article appears, in their November 
number, published at Rochester, N. Y. 

Speaking of the tremendous demand 
for peach and apple nursery stock, and 
with a special reference to the south, 
under attractive head lines, they state 
“New Life Instilled in Commercial 
Peach Orchards by Success of Georgia 
Fruit Exchange.” They publish a state~ 
ment of the financial condition of the 
exchange at the close of their first sea- 
son's operations and comment on the 
success in a very elaborate article, all 
o! which shows that the attention of 
the entire country is being called to 
the good results brought about by the 
first year’s operations of the exchange, 
and the fact that there is such a de- 
mand for nursery stock for planting 
commercial orchards is strong evidence 
that the industry of fruit growing is 
returning to a good paying. basis.

The proportion 
the last three crops ginned to Decem- 
ber 1 is 84.1 per cent for 1908; 75.5 per 
cent for 1907. and 77.2 for 1996. 
Round bales included this year 
133,919, against 201,480 included 
1908, and 154,636 for 1907.

New York, December 8.—The bullish

Of the more active positions, May 
‘cotton sold at 16.50, or 28 points net 
higher. and 18 points above the previ- 
ous high record made on November 3. 
The close was a few points off from 
the best, under realizing, but steady at 
a net advance of from 14 to 43 points 
on the general list. The market open- 
ed firm at an advance of 5@13 points 
and, in spite of Neary realizing by old 
longs. through Wall street houses, 
showed a generally upward tendency 
until the high level was reached in the 
late trading, when all the active 
months showed advances ranging from 
17. to 31 points. Near positions were 
relatively quiet and rather slow in 
following the upw&trd movement, as 
all the fresh buying seemed to center 
on the spring or summer positions, but 
reports of higher spot markets helped 
to put up these nearer deliveries and 
January contracts sold at 14.85, or 18 
points net higher. The census report 
showing only 8,878,277 bales ginned to 
December 1, against 11,008,661 to the 
same date last year, was given a very 
bullish interpretation with operators 
on the long side claiming that it 
pointed to a government estimate on 
Friday of not over and probably under 
10,100,000 bales. Southern spot mar- 
kets officially ig ob early were un- 
changed to %c higher.

Opening Advance Caused Con- 
siderable Profit Taking. 
Rallied Late in the Day. 


New York, December 8.—Prices of 
upwards, again today 
with periods of interruption and hesi- 
tation, a final reaction wiping out 
much of the grains. The opening rise 
brought in a considerable volume of 
profit-taking sales from an element in 
the speculation which has come to 
expect an alternating current in the 
price movement from one day to an- 
other, The way in which these sales 
were absorbed decided the latter up- 
ward course of the market. The re- 
newed operations, on a large scale, 
in United States Steel, on a rising 
scale, also had important sentimental 
effect on the general tone. The action 
of that stock was not explained by 
any news development, but the idea 
persists among professional specula- 
tors that the price is destined to rise 
to par some time before Christmas. 
Since its advance to 94%c on October 
4, steel has risen above 93 on three 
separate occasions and has then fallen 
back. On Tuesday, of last week, it 
touched the lowest level since 
the 94% quotation, selling on 
that day at 85%. {ts advance 
today to. 92% has been unsually 
rapid. The buying of stocks was 
accompanied by professions of satis- 
faction with the tone of the presi- 
dent’s message which was called mod- 
erate, conservative and as warrant- 
ing expectation of circumspect 
treatment of topics reserved for 
future special messuges, such as the 
proposed amendment of the anti-trust 
and interstate commercé laws. The 
feeling on the subject was enhanced 
by the circulation of advices from 
Washington alleging the likelihood of 
the suppression of attempts at radical 
measures in congress. 

One interruption to the rising ten- 
dency of prices was due to the acute 
weakness in Third avenue, which sold 
as low as 12% as a result of the com- 
putation of the return to be had by 
payment of the proposed assessment 
and the price of the new securities 
fixed by nominal transactions In the 
outside market. There was a show of 
strength in the soft coal carriers as a 
group, unexplained, except on the 
ground of the small part taken by 
these stocks in previous advances. The 
advance, in fact, was spotty and was 
not comprehensive at any time. Pub- 
lished reports of the ripening of plans 
amongst railroad trainmen for a con- 
certed demand upon the railroads for 
an advance in wages after the first 
of the year were without apparent 
effect at any point. The census bu- 
reau’s figures on the amount of cot- 
ton ginned to December first was 
taken as having a widespread interest 
outside the actual cotton trade. The 
rapid picking of the crop gave the 
ginning figures early in the season as 
undue promise of the final results and 
the later figures have widened the 
discrepancy with former crops rapidly 
and bear out the fears in the trade 
of a shortage more and more. The 
rise in price of cotton to the highes, 
price of the season was considered 
appropriate to the report and signifi- 
cant also of the prevailing high level 
of prices in materials. A contrary ten- 
dency was shown today by the price 
of copper, one of the few materials 
which has failed to share in the al- 
most universal rise in prices. 

The Western Union quarterly report 
of earnings proved unsatisfactory to 
some holders of the stock and the 
retention of the previous dividend 
rate seemed to bring some disappoint- 
ment also. The fall in Amalgamated 
Copper was an influence in the sharp 
reaction late in the day.

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FEARS OF DAMAGE 
TO WHEAT BY FROST 


Caused Advance of Three- 
Quarters to Two Cents 
From Low Point. 


Chicago, December 8.—Revived fears 
of serious damage by frost to the 
Argentine crop supplanted the govern- 
ment report in the wheat market to- 
day, and caused advances of 3-4 to 3c 
from the low point of the session. The 
close was strong at almost the _ tog. 
Corn and oats also closed strong, while 
provisions were steady. 

Prospects of a liberal yield of win- 
ter wheat in the United States, as 
outlined by the official statistics made 
public yesterday, seemed to have been 
entirely ignored by traders in the 
wheat pit today, and their attention 
was directed to Argentina, where the 
ripening crop is reported to have been 
damaged py frost.- Today’s advices 
from that country seemed to indicate 
that the injury might be more serious 
than suggested in earlier- dispatches. 
These reports inspired active general 
demand throughout the entire session. 
Bullish sentiment was augmented to 
some extent by light receipts at all 
primary points, due-to the severe storm 
of the last 48 hours, the total arrivals 
today being 556,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,039,000 bushels the correspond- 
ing day last week. A leading elevator 
interest was a liberal buyer of the De- 
cember delivery, which caused the 
price of that option to advance from 
$1.07 to $1.09. May, in the meantime, 
rose from $1.07 1-8 to $1.08 1-4@ 
1.08 3-8 The December delivery was 
quite erratic the final half hour. The 
market, however, closed strong with 
December at the top. Final figures on 
May were at $1.08. 

Light receipts and cold weather 
throughout the corn belt were chiefly 
responsible for a strong market for 
corn. Cash interests were fairly active 
buyers of the December delivery, while 
the more distant options were in good 
demand by investors. An advance of 
1-4 to %c in the price of the cash grain 
stimuiated additional demand for fu- 
tures. The market closed strong with 
prices 3-8 to %c higher than the pre- 
vious close. 

Buying of the December option by 
cash interests was the feature of 
trading in oats. This demand imparted 
strength to the market in general, al- 
though the current month displayed 
the greatest firmness. The principal 
bullish influence was the continuance 
of light receipts, which resulted in an 
advance of 1-4 to %c in the price of the 
cash grain. The market closed strong, 
with prices 3-8 to 3-8@ lc higher.
